EXCESSIVE STEAM. 


The Boiler of St. Mary's Church 
Bursts From Enormous 
Pressure. 


This afternoon F. D. Casenave, Neil 
McLaughlin. G. IJ.

Schweir, expert ma- 
chinists, examined the shattered boiler 
at St. Mary's church. 
The research un- 
mistakably points to excessive pressure. 
The steam crippled the guage and did 
escape. 


The guage was set to record thirteen 
pounds. 
It is probable that during the 
absence of Engineer Evans the steam 
exceeded the limit and finally burst the 
boiler.

I just asked a ""society girl," 
snd she said : "In Wjifihington, lack of 
men." 
For girls this ia true. 
There 
are plenty of men in Washington. Per- 
haps in no city in the United States is 
society worth so much 
while as in 
Washimgton, because so many distin- 
guished men gather there. In no party 
do you fail to see groups, any one mem- 
ber of which 
would be considered 
worth making a feast for in other cities. 
But the distinguished men of "Wash- 
ington scarcely come at an earlier pe- 
riod than their early middle life. They 
are in Washington because they hhve al- 
ready won more or less eminence. They 
are past the uncertainty, the hesitancy, 
the unreality of life, and are bent on 
définit« pursuits. 
The young men, the 
natural mates for the girls, are in other 
cities and districts, practicing law, 
learning- to edit newspapers, cantering 
over cattule ranches, preaching sermons 
to young- -women and probably making 
a poor fii»t of it, exploring mines, earn- 
ing money, winning fame. 
By and by 
they will come to Washington, but in 
that day our girls will not be girls any 
more. 
A very few of these young men 
are in Washington, but very few, 
hardly enough to go round.

quently * girl who goes into 
society

Women, and the State. 


The BeT. I>r. James Freeman Clarke, 
in the New York Home 
.Journal, dis- 
cusses the relations of women to the 
State. In reply to objections urged by 
some of the ablest * and fairest 
oppo- 
nents of women suiTrage. he says: 


With several of the positions which 
they evidently deem of great 
import- 
ance we readily agree. 
Thus they take 
pains to argue that woman is made con- 
stitntionidly different from man, and will 
always 
remain 
ditferent, 
mentally, 
morally, and socially. I not only admit 
this—what thinker at the present day 
doubts this ?—but this is one of t h e 
strongest reasons for advocating woman 
snfirage. 
Here is a feminine element 
wholly excluded from being organized 
mto the customs and laws of the State. 
God has given to one-half of the human 
family a, certain special way of think- 
ing, feeling, acting, and we shut that 
quality of life out of public affairs. 
We organize one-half of the human 
nature into our State and leave the 
other half unexpressed. 
' Is thikt wise or safe ? Since God made 
/ 
rad 
l«tm«leb 4ia he not in- 


tOT-d t ^ t both these elements of human 
nature should be embodied in society, 
in laws, in manners, in institutions? 
Wo do not undertake to say which, is 
the highest o r the best, the fmale or 
fem*le, but we s a j they 
different, 
and that it take's both to make man. 


We welcome therefore all that is said 
aliout the essential difference between 
man and woman. 
If woman was only 
undeveloped man, it might be safe to 
leave her out, for then her nature would 
be represented by hi-s. But now this 
great divinely created woman 
nature 
remains unrepresented. 
Who qan say 
how much may not be lost by our tlius 
burying her talent in the earth? Who 
can say how much this woman influence 
might not do to purify, elevate and en- 
noble the State. 


It is also argued that women 
have 
not any abstract right to* vote, since no 
one has any such right. 
Toting, it is 
maintained, is not a right in man or 
woman. To this, also, we readily agree. 
Voting I have always stated to be mere 
mechanical 
contrivance for getting 
public opinion organized into law. We 
do not only demand of women the 
right of voting, but we wish to p u t 
upon her the duty of voting. 
We wish 
to have her do her share of the work 
of the nation. It is not for her sake 
chiefly, but for that of the country, the 
age, the future, that we claim her vote. 
To this view of the subject, which is 
the most important of all, many oppo- 
nents of woman suffrage hardly allude. 
They speak as if women were claiming 
the right to vote in order to become 
prominent, in order to come before the 
public to wrangle, to debate, to attain 
an empty notoriety. 
That is not what 
the true woman asks who seeks the 
ballot. 
Women feel, many of them 
bitterly, this exclusion from a share in 
Rreat duties and noble responsibilities; 
feel themselves treated as an inferior 
race in being thus excluded. But what 
they ask is not publicity or notoriety, 
but the opportunity to be companions 
and helpmeets of man in this, as well 
as in other duties. 


And, again, 
when it is said that 
women are not made to govern, it is 
assumed that all government is an act 
of force. But in the highest and best 
government 
force 
does not appear. 
Reason governs, 
wisdom 
governs, 
knowledge 
governs, 
public 
opinion 
governs, nine timesout of ten in human 
affairs. Because a woman votes, does 
it follow that she shall issue orders, 
that she sliall drive and command? 
The ballot which'we ask for is a weapon 
of another kind; it governs and con- 
trols the most quiet of all authorities. 
The ballot expresses, not rude force, 
but opinion; it does not govern as the 
sword governs,' as the cannon governs, 
but it is the very outcome of that kind 
of power, which has been assigned to 
women. 


Eighty-five oue-hundredths of the 
common school teachers of Massachu- 
setts are women. The community does 
not object to this; it approves of it. 
Yet these women are obligevl to gov- 
ern directly, by voice and will, from 
morning till evening. 
Men are afraid 
the ballot will have a hardening effect 
on the character of women, because in 
dropping a ballot into a box she is 
performing an act o/ government. But 
who objects to a woman's governing a 
school of noiny, •willful children, six 
hours a day during the year ? 


The philosophers who define the 
sphere of woman, say that her sphere 
is home. 
But a woman who keeps 
house governs all the time. 
She gov- 
erns her domestics, she governs her 
children from rosy morn till dewy eve. 
This is all right, this is her sphere, 
this will do her no harm. 
But she 
must not drop a ballot into the box 
once a year, because she is supposed to 
be inadequate to government. 


With the common 
view of politics, 
no wonder it is thought that women 
should have nothing to do with it. 
Politics is assumed to be only a low, 
base struggle for oflBce, power, and 
wealth. 
It is said that "the great ob- 
jection to suffrape is that the primary 
assemblies are filled by the most rude 
and violent elements, and that good 
men are wholly out of place in them." 
But 
whose 
fault 
is 
this? 
It is the fault of the "good men," who 
will not go to the primary meeting, and 
then 
complain, that it falls into the 
hands of the mob. 
When women have 
the ballot they may attend to their 
duties better than we do, and so reform 
even primary meetings. 


There is nothing greater, 
nobler, 
more important than politic.s, or the 
art of government, 
especially -with 
Democratic instituiious. 
It is not a 
struggle for power; it is the combmed 
action of all honest and intelligent peo- 
ple to organize and carry on a State so 
as to bring the greatest good to the 
greatest number.

virtue of every man, woman, and child 
in the land are influenced by the laws 
and institutions of the country.

STYIFS IN DRESS. 


The Latest 
New York and 
Paris Designs in Female 
Fashions. 


THE TROUSSEAU 
OF A 
PRINCESS. 


Tunieg of 
Woolen 
Costumes — Winter 
Wraps — Shaggy Woolen Dresses, 
Bonnets, Gloves, Etc., Etc, 


Beautiful Drestea. 


I -will now describe a few of the most 
beantiful dresses in the trousseau of the 
Princess Marie of Orange. 
The style 
of them all was simple, there was an ab- 
sence of large tournures or exaggera- 
tion of any sort, and the lines of the 
draperies depended on the soft, rich 
textures, rather than on any skillful 
manipulation of the dressmaker's art. 
There was a dinner gown of pale ruby 
velvet, made with plain skirt and bod- 
ice, the latter opening in front and 
laced at the back; elbow sleeves with- 
out revers, An aigrette of ruby feathers, 
powdered with diamonds for the shoul- 
der and hair. 
There was a silver blue 
moire ball dress, the shade called 
"nuit 
Claire," the train a combination of moire 
and embroidered 
crepe de Chine to 
match; the tunic was crepe, and the 
bodice opened over a plastron of azure 
blue beads; the dog collar was of simi- 
lar beads. 
Another ball toilet was of 
pale green tulle over satin of the same 
vert d*eau shade, the skirt was draped 
with water lilies, and the long, pointed 
bodice was crbssed with a niched tulle 
fichu. 
A white satin dress was draped 
with tulle, the train being an exquisite 
arrangement of this diaphanous mate- 
rial ; the satin tablier was embroidered 
in silver and trimmed 
Avith 
silver 
blonde; baby bodice, with short sleeves 
of silver blonde. 
A beautiful diamond 
dog collar was to be worn 
with this 
dress. 


A toilet in the®Benaissance style was 
in white faille, embroidered in relief 
with briar rose (the flower of Denmark) 
in gold, silver, and bronze; the close- 
fitting polonaise fell over a thick white 
satin skirt; emliroidered low bodice and 
a rich Indian cashnioro mantle trimmed 
with fringe to correspond. 
There was 
a court dress, 
consisting of a white 
skirt, embroidered in roses and picotees 
in silver—tlie latter being the Princess' 
favorite flowers—and outlining the flow- 
ers and leaves Avere small gold and sil- 
ver beads. 
The bodit-e and immense 
train, or manteau 
de cour. 
were of 
white brocade, the roses being in silver, 
and the train was bordered witli white 
feathers powdered 
with silvor. "Tlie 
pointed bodice had a })lastron on wliich 
small roses and jnootees wore finely 
worked in silver, and round the top was 
a border of plumes glittering -with sil- 
ver. 


The p.rettiest costume for afternoon 
visits was in glacr silk, the color called 
"rose bleue"—in shade like a wild con- 
volvulus. 
The skirt was kilted and the 
tunic draped; the plastron, collar, re- 
vers, and cufls were in a deep shade of 
red prune velvet. 
The traveling cos- 
tume was gray cloth of the shade known 
as 
argent." 
The kilted skirt was 


covered with draperies and the cloth 
jacket was trimmed hussar fashion, with 
silk brandebonrgs of the same gray.— 
Paris letter to the London 
Queen. 


Tunics of Wool-en Costumes. 


The tunics of woolen costumes are 
untrimmed,that is, they are edged neither 
with lace nor fringe; however, revers 
and borders of the second material used 
in constructing the costume are per- 
fectly admissible with certain forms of 
tunics, but these finishings are shaiJed 
to follow some distinct line, and are not 
mere straight bands, as in the past. 
The draping is really the chief point, 
and if this is graceful and elegant the 
toilet is stylish. 


Trimming of any kind would sjwil a 
dress with skirt of dove-gray pliLsli, 
striped 
diagonally with 
A\-ide shaded 
bands in a darker tone than the ground 
of the material. 
The tunic of rich silk 
Ottonian falls like a redingote on one 
side, but is shorter and drajjed on the 
other side near the back drai)ery, which 
is arranged in irregular folds. The cor- 
sage fastens in front over a i)la!itron of 
striped j->lu8h, the stripes being arranged 
in vertical lines, and the back is finished 
off with a basque formed of loops. 


Another of these almost self-trimmed 
costumes is in the new camel's-hair 
afghaq home-spuns in dark blue, with 
cardinal threads running through it, and 
is specially intended for a young lady. 
The skirt is arrange«l in large, flat box- 
pleats, full^six inches wide. 
A set^ond 
pleating of the same mdth, but about 
an inch shorter, rests on this, and is cut 
in a rounded scallop at the edge, t)or- 
dered ^s-ith a row of little pendant drojis 
in plush, the mixed colors of the fabric. 
The trunie is draped diagonally across 
the front of the dress, where it is gath- 
ered into the liand. 
The back drapery 
is arranged in irregular folds, ending on 
one side in a kind of loose knot with 
flowing ends, very like a Spanish scarf 
tied OQ Q&e side, 
The corsage is in the 


shape of a Spanish jacket, with short 
rounded Comers in front, but the back 
and side pieces are longer and form a 
tabbed basque, edged with a row of 
simple drops, like those on the pleated 
skirt. 
The front of the jacket and the 
sleeves, cut at the wrists in square tabs, 
are trimmed in the same way, while the 
plastron is finely gauged in bias lines 
and ends under the waist belt. 


A winter dress of most curious fabric, 
with alternating cross stripes of velvet 
and silk, has the front width trimmed 
with three bands of marabout; the dra- 
peries, which are artistically arranged, 
are bordered with the marabout, and 
the jacket has collar, cuffs, and border 
en suite. 
The hat has crescent brim, 
lined with velvet, and is trimmed with 
bands of marabout and two handsome 
birds. 
• 


Winter Wraps. 


The exceedingly long heavy 
winter 
wraps have not been necessities during 
the continued mild weather of the past 
few weeks, and owing partially to this 
fact, btit more to the mandates of fash- 
ion, short wraps of various kinds have 
been the rule. 
Short fur mantles and 
visites are among the most elegant of 
the late innovations, some of them fin- 
ished plainly about the edges, but the 
greater number having the fashionable 
ball or tail trimming, 
'^he \»Taps of 
sealskin are the favorites, 
trimmed 
usually with beaver or dj-ed lynx. Short 
and quite lose-fitting sealskin jackets 
are also seen, and are especially pretty 
for yoimg ladies. 
Tlie jackets are cut 
off straight, or nearly straight round, 
while the mantles and visites are made 
exceedingly short in the back and much 
longer in front, some of the square tabs 
reaching almost to the foot of the skirt. 
There are some very short cloth jackets 
that are very jaunty and pretty, some 
of them of smooth finish and others of 
rough stuffs, while the fashionable col- 
ors are equally various. 
A very simple 
and dressy jacket is made of dark-blue 
material with a smooth finish, and is 
trimmed with heav}^ cordings of dark- 
red velvet, and large red velvet but- 
tons. 
In the back the jacket is tight- 
fitting 
and quite short, and is cut up 
the center seam almost to the waist 
line. 
In front the wrap is longer and 
looser, and there is a sort of vest of the 
same material, made in V shape, with 
the widest part at the throat and the 
jjoint a few inches below the waist line. 
This vest is corded entirely round A^-itli 
a heavy velvet cord, and on each side 
of the vest near the throat is a group of 
three buttons. 
The lower edge of the 
jacket, the neck, and the sleeves are 
also finished with cord, and at each 
side near the front, below the waist 
line, a tiny pocket is inserted. 
A sim- 
ilar jacket is of plain dark-red material 
with black velvet ct)rding and buttons. 


Gloves. 


New gloves of six-button length of 
dressed kid have embroidered instead 
of plain stitched backs, and there are 
embroidered cuffs about half way up 
the wrist. 
Very lieavy silk is used for 
the 
eml)roidery, 
wliich 
is 
simply 
a wide 
line 
in fancy stitch. 
The 
stitching about the wrist makes the glove 
look as if it were pieced, but it is pretty 
for all that, and, moreover, a novelty. 
Black 
gloves are embroidered 
with 
white silk, and the tan shades with 
darker tan shades are black. 
Gentle- 
men's gloves also show very wide em- 
broidered bands on the backs, and the 
ni'west and most elegant styles are all 
of unglazed kid, with stitchingsof darker 
colors. 


Slutggy Wool Ihreftse». 


The newest and prettiest dresses of 
shaggy wool fabrics are made up with 
plain silk facings and finishings. The 
silk makes them much more eftective, 
and may correspond or contrast with 
the dress goods, as preferred. But 
those \vith 
silk chosen to match are 
usually in better taste. 
Wlien 2>lain 
and shaggy wool are combined, silk may 
be U.Med with as good results as with the 
shaggy stuff alone. 
When smooth and 
rtjugh fabrics are combined, a band of 
the rough is generally placed round the 
foot of the skirt.

Retnaeer Hunting. 


One sport that amn^ies the Eskimo 
boys very 
much 
would probably be 
called in our language "reindeer hunt- 
ing." 
Having found a long and gentle 
slope on a side-hill, they place alone: 
the bottom of the hill a number of 
reindeer antlers, or, as we sometimes 
incorrectly 
call them, deerhorns (for 
you boys must not forget that the an- 
tlers of a deer are not horn at all, but 
bone). 
These autlers of the reindeer 
are stuck upright in the snow, singly 
or in groups, in such a manner that a 
sled, when well guided, can be run be- 
tween them without knocking any of 
them down, the number of open spaces 
between the groups being equal to at 
least the number of sleds. 
The quan- 
tity of reindeer antlers they can thus 
.arrange will, of course, depend upon 
their fathers' success the autumn be- 
fore in reindeer hunting ; but there are 
nearly always enough antlers to give 
two or three, and sometimes five or six, 
to each fearless young coaster. 


The boys with their sleds, number- 
ing from four to six in a fair-sized vil- 
lage, gather on the top of the hill, each 
boy having 
with bim two or three 
spears, or a bow with as many arrows. 
They start together, each boy's object 
being to knock down as many antlers 
as possible and not be the first to reach 
the bottom of the hill. 
You can see 
that, in such a case, the slower they go 
when they are passing the antlers the 
better. 
Tliey must knock over the an- 
tlers with their spears or arrows only, 
as those thrown down by the sledge or 
with the bow or spear in the hand do 
not count. 
They begin to shoot their 
arrows and throw their spears as soon 
as they can get within effective shoot- 
ing distance; and, even after they have 
passed between the rows of antlers, the 
more active boys will turn around on 
their flying sleds and hurl back a spear 
or arrow with sufficient force to bring 
down an antler. 


When all have reached the bottom 
of the hill, they return to the rows of 
antlers, where each boy picks out those 
he has rightfully captured, and places 
them in a pile by themselves. 
Then 
those accidentally knocked over by the 
sledges are again put up and the boys 
return for another dash down the hill, 
until 
all the 
antlers 
have 
been 
"speared." Sometimes there is but one 
antler left, and when there are five or 
six contesting sleds the race becomes 
•ery exciting, for then speed counts in 
reaching the antler first. When all are 
down, the boys count their winnings, 
and the victor is, of course, the one who 
has obtained the greatest number of 
antlers.—Lieut. Frederick 
Schwatka,

Jletntteer Hunting. 


: One sport that amuses the Eskimo 
royavery much would probably be 
ailed in oar language "reindeer hunt- 
ng." Having found.a long and «entlo 
lope on a side-hill, they place alone 
be bottom of the hill a number of 
eindeer antlers, or, as we sometimes 
ncorrectly call them, deerhorns (for 
pu bovs must not forget that the an- 
lers of & deer are not horn at all, but 
jone).- These untlers of the roindeor 
re stuck upright in the snow, singly 
r in groups, in such a manner that a 
led, when well guided, can be run be- 


eu them without knocking any 


hem down, the number of open spaces 


veen the groups being equal to al 


east the number -of sleds. The qual- 
ity of reindeer antlers they can thus 
arrange will, of course, depend upon 
heir fathers' success the autumn be 
ore in reindeer hunting; but there ar< 
nearly always enough antlers to give 
wo or three, and sometimes five or sis 
;o each fearless young coaster. 


The boys with their sleds, number 


ng from four to six in a fair-sized vil 
age, gather on the top of the hill, each 
>oy having with him two or threi 
spears, or a bow with as many arrows 
Thoy start together, each boy's objoc 
wing to knock down as many antler 
as possible and not be the first to read 
the bottom of the hill. 
You can see 


hat, in such a CHBO, the slower they gc 
rhen they are passing the antlers the 
better. Tliey must knock over the an 
tiers with their speara or arrows only, 
as thosa thrown down by the sledge or 
with tbe bow or spear in tho hand do 
not count. 
They bet-in to shoot their 


arrows and throw their spears as soon 
as they can get within efl'ective shoot- 
nn distance; and, even after they have 
passed between the rows of antlers, the 
more active boys will turn around on 
;heir flying slods and hurl back a spear 
or arrow with suQicient force to bring 
down an antler. 


When all have reached the bottom 


of the hill, they return to t]ie rows of 
antlers, where each boy picks out those 
tie has rightfully captured, and places 
them in-u pile by themselves. 
Then 


those accidentally knocked over by the 
sledges are again put up and the boys 
•eturn for another dash down the hill, 
until 
all 
tbe 
antlers 
have been 


"speared." Sometimes there is but one 
intler left, and when, there are five or 
six contesting sleds tho race becomes 
rery exciting, for then speed counts in 
reaching the antler first. AVhen all aro 
down, the boys count their winnings, 
ind the victor is, of course, tho one who 
has obtained the greatest number of 
antlers.—Lieut. Frederick
